Upon testimony being taken with a 


view to connecting United States Sen- 
ator Mitchell with conspiracy to de- 
fraud the government. 
Tanner In 


his confession stated there was a bus- 
iness agent that went between Mitch- 
ell and Tanner. 
It was agreed that 


Mitchell should have the proceeds of 
the practice of the law firm In the Fed- 
eral courts and that Tanner should 
have all proceeds resulting from prac- 
tice before any of the governmental 
departments, which would Involve Sen- 
ator Mitchell's oath that he would not 
take part in any law proceeding In 
which the government is Interested. 


Taner today 
confessed that the ori- 


ginal agreement was written 
four 


years ago. but 4hat last December 
Mitchell thought It contained a dan- 
gerous clause and a new agreement 
was typewritten and signed. 


The document was typewritten by 


Tanner's son. 
Tanner testified be- 


fore the Grand Jury that the new 
agreement was the original one slgne< 
four years ago. 
It was to save his son from indict 


ment that Tanner confessed. He said 
he expected to be called to 
testify 


against Mitchell and that he woul 
tell the truth.

No tlirie is being lost by the members 


>f the Masonic order of Reno In build*- 
ng their new castle on the corner of 
First and Virginia streets near the 
ron bridge. 
This fact was brought out at a meet- 


ng of Reno Lodge No. 13, F. & A. M., 
held last evening. 
The meeting was 


well attended. 
The discussion on the 


matter started after the regular bus- 
iness session. 
Every member present 


favored the project. 
The preliminary 


plans, however, are what are causing 
the delay. 
The mode of procedure is 


also a problem. 
At the meeting last 


night the first definite step was taken 
by making an appropriation to have 
the floor plans for the building pre- 
pared. 
These plans of course will 


have no bearing on the construction of 
the building. 
It Is understood that Just as soon as 


affairs can be arranged a building In- 
corporation will be formed and from 
this will be secured the funds to erect 
the new castle. 
From what can be learned now the 


hall will be as modern as money car 
make It. 
The cost will range any 


where from 160.000 to $75,000. 
It wll 


be three stories in height and will be 
planned expressly for lodge purposes. 
The first floor will be used for stores. 
A few offices may be located on the 
upper stories, though of course this 
is not definitely decided upon. 
The 


celling of the main lodge room will be 
two full stories In height. A big banquet 
hall will also be a feature. 


The new castle will be for the use 


of all branches of the Masonic order. 
When the building is finally completed 
it Is probable the headquarters of the 
Commandery now located at Virginia 
City will be removed here. 
A Shrine 


may also be established, and in fact, all 
degrees of the mystic order will have 
headquarters In the new castle. 


The site Is undoubtedly the best tn 


the city. 
Located as It is right on the 


banks of the Truckee river, fronting 
on two main streets and In practically 
the center of the city, it will become 
more valuable and desirable as time 
advances. 
Within a few months it is 


probable that work on the Federal 
building, directly across the street will 
begin. 
Another building is contem- 


plated on the northeast corner, while 
the Thoma-Blgelow building on the 
northwest corner Is already a credit to 
the city. 
But even with these the Masons In- 


tend to make their new T.ome one that 
will rank with any in the West. 
• 


The site covers an area of about one 


hundred feet square. The plans will 
probably cover this entire space. 


It will be slow work for the next few 


weeks at least, but as soon as the floor 
plans are agreed upon, it Is understood 
the members of the order will lose no 
time In preparing for actual construc- 
tion work.

FIGHT OVER A WORD 


WASHINGTON. D. C., Feb. 
11.— 


The Senate in executive session today 
ratified arbitration treaties between the 
United States and eight European gov- 
ernments. 
It required two sessions to reach nn 


agreement. 
At the first se8Blon con- 


sideration was given to a commmunl- 
catlon from the President to Senator 
Cullum, chairman of the Foreign Af- 
fairs committee, in the form of a pro- 
test against any 
amendment 
being 


adopted. 
At the second session the 


tretrMes were ratified with only nine 
votes against the amendment made by 


the Senate Committee on Foreign Re- 
lations. 
The situation in the Senate over the 


arbitration treaties has been strained 
for several weeks. 
The first protests 


against the treaties were made by 
Senators from Southern States, who 
suggested an amendment which pre- 
cluded the possibility of.the arbitra- 
tion of claims against States by reas- 
on of repudiated bonds. 


Later 
It was suggested 
thut 
an 


amendment be adopted which changed 
but one word, that of "agreement" to 
4ti'*dty." 
The 
President 
protested 


against this chamce but It was adopted.

OWARD the close of the presidential campaign says 


Wm. Blttle Wells In the Pacific Monthly, both par- 


ties edified the country by denouncing the trusts. The 
Democrats said In loud tones that the trust Is the great- 
est evil of the day. and If the Republicans were a little 
shy at speaking out so loudly, we can, perhaps, explain 
their modesty. It would be like looking for a needle In a 
haystack, or worse, to attempt to find a newspaper or jt 
political party .which would stand as a defender of the 
trutts. Being of a sympathizing disposition and feeling 
a sort of pity as we see the trust out In the cold, cold, 
world, subjected to its rebuffs and scorns without a friend- 
ly hand to help, we feel that It would be opportune to say 
a word In favor of the poor, downtrodden trust. In the 
ftrnt place, legislation will never stop the wheels of prog- 
ress. The trust is economic progress. Inevitably brought 
about by the conditions which confront us. No man or 
sit of men Is responsible for the trurt idea. It came as 
a development, a step forward in the proper conduct of 
«b f business of the worW. and If facts point to anything, 
tney point to a stronger more unified movement along the 
same lines. If society is advancing, then the trust is a 
good thing. If society Is not making progress, but Is ret- 
rog:ading, then the trust Is an evil. Any theory, however, 
must be false and misleading which falls to recognize th» 
gn-nt world movement for social Improvement, dlscern- 
a»>le at the very dawn of history, and easily traceable up 
to the present day. We do not undertake to say what will 
be the ultimate specific outcome of the trust movement, 
hut that, as a whole, It will result in the betterment of so- 
ck ty ami a more economic adjustment of the business of 
the nation there can be little doubt.

had paid Into the company was $750,000, and they had ta- 
ken of It In dividends during the fifty years of Its exist- 
ence over $15.000.0000—that Is, they had received their 
original Investment back twenty times over.

as long as he lives. 
Those who pretend to have inside 


Information declare that Justice Fuller 
will resign his office next month, or 
Immediately after he has administered 
the oath of office to President Roose- 
velt. 
It Is reported by the same per- 


sons to be the President's plan to offer 
the post of Chief Justice to Secretary 
Taft. 
President Roosevelt would have ap- 


pointed Secretary Taft to the supreme 
bench two years ago, but Mr. Taft, 


! then Civil Governor of the Philippines, 


1 decided not to abandon his responsible 


1 work In .the Islands. 
Should he as- 


1 sume the Chief Justiceship, he would 
be eliminated from consideration as a 


t possible presidential candidate 
four 


years from now. 
Should Chief Justice Fuller resign, 


as reported, he will establish a prece- 


1 dent, as no Chief Justice of the Su- 
preme Court has ever resigned before. 
All have died on the Bench. The resig- 
nation of Justice Fuller would likewise 
remove a most Interesting figure from 
Washington official life. 


He Is a native of Maine, but lived 


-out west" so long that he Is regarded 
as a typical westerner. 
He was born 


in Augusta Me., on February 11. 1833: 
was graduated at Bowdoln. and attend- 
ed a course of lectures In Harvard Law 
school. 
He was admitted to the bar 


at Augusta In 1855. and was associate 
editor of a Democratic newspaper. The 
following year he went to Chicago, and 
practiced there until 1883. when he was 
appointed to the Sup/erne Bench by 
President Cleveland. 
He has been a 


member of the Illinois constitutional 
convention, of the Legislature from 
1863 to 18«r,. and a delegate to 
the 


Democratic national 
convention 
of 


1864. 1872. 1876 and 1880.

ed the oath of office to four Presents 
-Harrison. Cleveland and McKlnley 
twice, and next month will add a fifth 
to his record breaking Hat.

place I do not think it advisable to 
move th» county seat to Goldfleld until 


I the permanency of that town has been 
! established. 
Without a doubt it is 


the greatest mining; camp in the west 
today, but its mines have not been ex- 
plored and they may not be penna- 


j nent. 
If they are not 
permanent, 


* Goldfleld will decline in a few years 


> and the county seat will be removed 
' from the center of population of the 
1 county. 
Another reason why I will 


oppose this measure is because the 
citizens of Goldfleld for the most part 
are strangers, who have only been In 
the State a few months and do not 
know the needs of the other parts of 
the county. 
They have come into 


Goldfleld to get rich and if they suc- 
ceed will leave GFdldfleld. The many 
residents of Esmeralda county should, 
in my opinion, have something to say 
regarding the location of the county 
seat and it is their wish that it remain 
where it is at present. 


"In regard to making a new county 


of Goldfield, I think the same reasons 
I have given in opposition to the other 
measure will hold good in this."
